“Without patents from the government to
the railrogd, title cannot be completed to the
present’ hialders. No competent abstract cgn
Bbe furnished upon which to effect wales or
loans upon these lands, Heal co=tate has,
alnon the foundation of government, formed
the best and most subsiantial securily upon
which to borrow money for working capital,
The custom, in city and country alike, to use
real estate for this purpose, and to be -
able to thus nse IL locks up and makes ung-
vallable for current use a lorge capital,

“Again, as o matter of economy these lists
ghould be worked up and checked off with
the pressent force in the land ofMiee, To con
tinue the suspension leaves the clerks usually
cemployed upon this work practically fdle, and
will neceasitate at soma fufure tUme addi-
tlonal force and Incrensed expensges I order
ta perform a labor that must eventudlly be
wecomplished under the law, no matter how
long delayed.

“As an examploe of the aweeping extont
of tho order of suspension and the breadih
of the subject and the area covered we moen-
tlon Wyoming.

Dut scmeway, they seldom or never
steal.  And thelr prices are frightfully low,
They make even harnesses of @olid silver

bars, working the tugs out of the bara into
Aexible ropes, But the greatest thing ‘hey
mike Is hair pins,  The poorest of Ch nese
women must have thelr hairpins, made lke
our ladiss' hat pins. The ball is generally
intricntely worked, and sometimes It is set
with precious stones; tubles, pearls and dia-
monds. Women there gather bat pns ae
our women gather rings, and even worse.
Some have hupdreds of them. . Generally
they are made of silver, that belng the
precious metal, gold s little used—for your
gold or yellow ls the dmperial color.”

When asked If there was golng to he lots
of travel to St. Louis on the occarlon of the
republican national convention George W.
